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JUDGE DENIES BAR 
ON ‘INFILTRATION’ 
UF BiG STORES BY 
TEAMSTERS UNION 


Nangle Warns, However, 
He Will Grant Injunc- 
tion if Definite Evi- 
dence of Planning Tac- 
tic Is Presented. 


The application of Scruggs- 
Vandervoort-Barney and the May 
Department Stores for a tempo- 
rary restraining order to prevent 
the Teamsters’ Union from ex- 
tending its new “infiltration” or- 
ganizing technique to the Famous- 


Barr and Scruggs stores was de- 
nied today by Circuit Judge 
James F, Nangle. 

Judge Nangle held that the 
plaintiffs, at hearings Friday and 
Saturday, failed to produce def- 
inite evidence that the Teamsters’ 
Union and the AFL Department 
Stores Council intended to extend 
to Famous-Barr and Scruggs the 
_ organizing demonstration in the 
manner in which it was applied 
last Monday at the Stix-Baer & 
Fuller store. 

The court warned the unions 
that “it is bad practice to go into 
the stores,” and announced he 
would grant an injunction on def- 
inite evidence of such intention. 
The application by the two stores 
for a permanent § injunction 
against the union organizing 
methods remained on the court 
docket. ! 

Asks to File Briefs. 

Richard Ely, of counsel for 
Scruggs, asked for leave to file 
briefs, but Judge Nangle re- 
marked, “That is hardly neces- 
sary.” 

“There has been no evidence of 
any violation of law or rights as 
to Famous-Barr and Scruggs,” 
the court observed. “Most of the 
testimony has dealt with what 
happened at Stix, Baer & Fuller, 
which is not a party to this action. 
For the future behavior of the 
unions, it is bad practice to go 
into the stores. If the plaintiffs 
obtain additional evidence, this 
court will hear it and if there is 
evidence of definite threats to the 
rights of the plaintiffs an injunc- 
tion will be granted.” 

Robert Burch, attorney for Fa- 
mous-Barr, replied that, in the 
plaintiffs’ opinion, there was suf- 
ficient showing that the unions in- 
tended to extend the demonstra- 
tion to Scruggs and the May De- 
partment Stores. Burch added, 
“They have no right to come in 
and interfere with orderly busi- 
ness.” 

Testinrony by Reporters. 

Newspaper reporters testified 
that union officers last Monday 
told them the demonstration was 
to have been extended to Scruggs 
and Famour-Barr late last week. 
The witnesses named Richard 
Kavner, director of the Depart- 
ment Stores Council, and Pete 
Saffo, an organizer, as the union 
officers discussing future demon- 
strations. 

Saffo admitted on the witness 
stand he had stated the umfion 
intended to distribuge literature to 
employes of stores other than 
Stix, Baer & Fuller. Kavner de- 
nied having stated there would 
be demonstrations at Famous- 
Barr and Scruggs similar to the 
“infiltration” at Stix, Baer & Ful- 
ler. He added .that there were 
“future plans” with reference to 
the two stores, but he did not 
elaborate on what they were. 

The two department stores con- 
tended no one has the right to 
enter their private property and 
interfere with the work of em- 
ployes by urging them to join a 
union.

Appeals Court Rules 
House Group Had 
Power to Ask Them if 


CONTEMPT TERMS: 


They Were Reds. | 


WASHINGTON, June 13 (AP)— 
The United States Court of Ap- 
peals today upheld the contempt 
of Congress convictions of screen 
writers John Howard Lawson and 
Dalton Trumbo, 

The two are among 10 Holly- 
wood figures cited for contempt 
for refusing to answer questions 
of the House Un-American Activi- 
ties Committee during its investi- 
gation of Communism in the film 
capital last year. 

Both Lawson and Trumbo de- 
clined to state, in answer to ques- 
tions of the committee, whether 
they were “now or had ever been 
a member of the Communist party, 
or whether or not either was a 
member of the Screen Writers’ 
Guild.” 

Each was sentenced to one year 
in prison and a $1000 fine. They 
have been free on bond pending 
the appeal, which now appears 
certain to go to the Supreme 
Court. 


Only Two to Be Tried. 
The Lawson and Trumbo cases 
are the only two of the so-called 
“unfriendly 10” which have gone 
to trial. _ 
The cases~of the others have 
been held up by an informal 
agreement pending outcome ‘of the 
appeals. 
Still awaiting trial are Ring 
Lardner Jr., Albert Maltz, Alvah 
Bessie, Samuel Ornitz, Herbert 
Biberman, Edward Smytryk, Rob- 
ert Adrian Scott and Lester Cole. 
Lawson and Trumbo declined to 
answer the committee's questions 
and based their court fight on the 
contention that the committee was 
seeking to invade their constitu- 
tional rights. 
In rejecting their appeal, the 
three-man tribunal said unani- 
mously: “This is not a novel con- 
tention. It has been before this 
and other Federal courts several 
times in recent years with appro- 
priate variations to fit the facts 
of the particular case.”

The decision was written by 
Bennett Champ Clark, former 
Democratic Senator from Mis- 
souri. 
It went on: “We hold that in 
view of the representations to the 
Congress as to the nature, pur- 
poses and program of Communism 
and the Communist party ... 
Congress has power to make an 
inquiry of an individual which 
may elicit the answer that the 
witness ig a believer in Comm 
nism or a member of the Commt- 
nist party.” 
Trumbo had called the commit- 
tee’s questions a direct attack on 
the secrecy of the ballot—by in- 
quiring into his political beliefs. 
Lawson charged the congres- 
sional group was trying “to gain 
control of the motion pictures.” 
Both contended their right of 
free speech had been violated. 
But the appeals court declared:

STATE HIGH COURT

Upholds en Banc Reversal 
of Circuit Judge on 
City’s Sanitation Pow- 


ers Over Lunchrooms.,

JEFFERSON CITY, June 13— 
St. Louis school restaurants are 
subject to the city ordinance regu- 


lating sanitary condition of res- 
taurants, the Missouri Supreme 
Court en bane decided today. 

The Supreme Court’s ruling, 
stated in an opinion by Judge 
Ernest M. Tipton, reversed a deci- 
sion of Circuit Judge Francis E. 
Williams in January 1948. The St. 
Louis Court of Appeals, to which 
the case was taken from circuit 
court, also held that the city 
ordinance applied to the school 
cafes. 

The late Dr. Joseph F. Bredeck, 
health commissioner, first sought 
to establish the city’s authority 
over the school lunchrooms and 
cafeterias, and took the matter to 
court when the Board of Educa- 
tion claimed sole authority over 
all matters of school sanitation, 
including the restaurants. The 
name of Dr. J. Earl Smith, present 
health commissioner, has been 
substituted in the proceedings for 
Dr. Bredeck’s. 

In his opinion, 
said: 

“Certainly nothing in the stat- 
utes can be said to expressly and 
specificially give the respondents 
(Board of Education) the right to 
control sanitary conditions of 
school restaurants and their em-. 
ploves. 

“It is true that these restaurants 
are-open only for pupils and em- 
ployes of the school; but disease 
could be spread to the entire com- 
munity by permitting employes 
who are carriers of communicable 
disease to work there.” 

The Board of Education had 
conceded that the city restaurant 
ordinance was a valid police reg- 
ulation, but held that the board, 
under special statutes, had full au- 
thority to regulate school sanitary 
conditions, and that this included 
restaurants. The Supreme Court 
held that the control of the board 
over sanitation extended only to 
the school grounds and buildings.

NEW YORK, June 13 (AP)—A 
sudden wave of selling rolled over 
the stock market today and prices 
sank to a four-year low. 

The loss is the paper value of 
all shares listed on the Stock Ex- 
change exceeded one billion dol- 


lars. 
In one of the worst setbacks 


of the year, leading stocks lost a 
few cents to more than $2 a share. 


Skelly Oil dropped $7.50 to $97.50 
and duPont $4.75 to $173.75. 

Final prices were at the lows 
for the day for most issues, many 
of which sold at postwar lows. 

The: volume of trading passed 
the 1,000,000-share mark by a com- 
fortable margin. 

The Associated Press average of 
60 stocks broke through its low for 
1947. This, in turn, was but a 
short distance from low since 1944. 

Wall Street reported nothing 
startling in the weekend news to 
account for the latest decline. 
Market weakness coincided with 
the start of a scheduled one-week 
walkout by soft-coal miners but it 
was considered questionable 
whether this had any immediate 
effect on prices. 

The stock market, though, is 
blanketed with a mood of pes- 
simism created in recent weeks by 
a steady flow of unfavorable busi- 
ness developments. Layoffs at in- 
dustria] plants are spreading, un- 
employment is ‘increasing, price 
cuts are more and more the order 
of the day, and total personal in- 
come is lower. That is only one 
side of the picture, of course, but 
apparently the only side to which 
Wall Street is paying much atten- 
tion.

Talks With U.S, Steel

PHILADELPHIA, June 13 (AP) 
—The 480,000 coal miners in the 
nation quit work today for a week, 
under orders of John L. Lewis. 

The boss of the United Mine 
Workers moved into Philadelphia 
and began contract talks today 
with the United States Steel Corp. 
The meeting was without prece- 
dent. United States Steel never 
before had met with Lewis while 
a walkout was in progress. 

What Lewis will ask for was not 
made public but it is expected his 
plans may call for a “share-the- 
work” system to give all miners 
about the same amount of work 
and pay whether demand for coal 
is heavy or slight. 

Reason for Meeting With UMW. 

A spokesman for United States 
Steel said the company, which 
employs 20,000 miners in “captive 
mines,” agreed to meet Lewis de- 
spite the walkout because the gn- 
vitation was extended prior’ to 
the stoppage. 

The talks got under way at 10 
a.m, at the Bellevue-Stratford Ho- 
tel. Lewis’s brows were creased 
in a scowl as he entered the 
meeting room. When he walked 
out for lunch two hours later, he 
was. smiling. 

Neither Lewis nor the Big Steel 
spokesman, Harry Moses, presi- 
dent of-the H. C. Frick Coke Co., 
United States Steel coal-producing 
subsidiary, would comment, 

Violence Reported. 

Meanwhile, from West Virginia 
came reports of violence. Sheriff 
Fitzhugh Reynolds said at Clarks- 
burg that coal from non-union 
strip mines was dumped on the 
highway in at least two Harrison 
county localities. The strip mines 
are operated almost entirely by 
non-union men. Reynolds said 
some sources identified the men 
dumping the coal as UMW mem- 


ers, 

In the past, Lewis’s talk with 
Big Steel often have set the pat- 
tern for the entire coal industry. 

The miners’ idleness resulted in 
layoffs for 30,000 railroad work- 
ers. There was some speculation 
that the miners might not return 
to the pits at the week’s end.

JEFFERSON CITY, June 13— 
The Missouri Supreme Court 
today assumed formal jurisdiction 
of an application filed by State 
Attorney General J. E, Taylor for 
a writ of prohibition barring 
Judge James F. Nangle of the St. 
Louis Circuit Court from assum- 
ing further jurisdiction, or enforc- 
ing orders, for restoration of tele- 
phone service to Pioneer News 
Service. 

The Supreme Court issued a pre- 
liminary .rule in prohibition, re- 
turnable in 30 days. Judge Nangle 
is expected to file an answer 
within. that period, and the case 
then will be docketed for hearing 
in the September session of court, 
opening Sept. 13. 

There is no immediate effect on 
the status of Pioneer News tele- 
phone service, which was ordered 
restored in full by Judge Nangle 
last April 12 in a suit by the rac- 
ing news agency against the 
Southwestern Bell Telephone Co. 
The suit was for restoration of 
19 telephones, and for $100,000 
damages for loss of the service. 

In his application for a writ of 
prohibition, the Attorney General 
contended that Judge Nangle 
lacked jurisdiction to issue or en- 
force orders requiring the tele- 
phone company to reinstall tele- 
phone lines in the offices of 
Pioneer News Service, 122 North 
Seventh street. The Attorney 
General maintained that sole jur- 
isdiction under the law rested 
with the Missouri Public Service 
Commission. He asked the Su- 
preme Court, when it makes a 
final ruling, to abate all orders 
made by Judge Nangle in the 
case and to prohibit him from 
ever attempting any jurisdiction 
in the matter. 

The Pioneer News Service tele- 
phones were removed Feb. 6, 1947, 
on the order of former Gov, Phil

of steel for hydroelectric turbines, 

When Senator Knowland (Rep.), 
California, pointed out that any 
industrial advance helps a na- 
tion’s war potential, Oppenheimer 
agreed. But he said any discov- 
eries the Norwegians might make 
would be known immediately to 
this country and would be given 
quickest application here. 

“The atomic bomb is based on 
fundamental, published findings 
of European scientists but it is 
the United States,and not Europe, 
which has the bomb,” he re 
minded. 

He said that, if the Norwegians 
find a way to make steel more 
resistant to heat—a discovery that 
would be of value in jet engines 
—this finding would be of only 
“slight” value to them but of 
“enormous” value to the United 
States, 

On Use by Russia. 

Knowland said Russia probably 
would like to know about such a 
discovery. Could the Soviet Union 
use it, he asked? 

“It would obviously be of some 
value to them,” Oppenheimer re- 
plied, “But it is my opinion that, 
even when the basic facts are 
known to them—and we can per- 
haps be thankful for this—they 
have difficulty in making prac- 
tical applications.”

BERLIN, June 13 (AP) — The 
four occupation powers ended 
their all-Germany trade and 
transport talks late today with no 


indication of an agreement. 


Representatives immediately 
sent separate reports to the Coun- 
cil of Foreign Ministers in Paris, 
which had asked for a report on 
results by today. There was every 
indication the Russians had re- 
fused to yield on several major 
points. Thus the question of re- 
viving East-West trade in Ger- 
many and reuniting the divided 
city of Berlin was put back into 
the’ hands of the Big Four at 


Paris. 

Earlier, a French official said 
one of the stumbling blocks to 
agreement was the Russian re- 
fusal to sanction any plan which 
would remove Soviet control of 


‘transport between Berlin and the 


western zones. Another problem, 
he said, is the Russian attitude 
that the city’s double cuyrency 
problems should be settled before 
trade and transport questions are 
handled.

Hope for End of Strike. 

There was hope that the 24-day- 
old rail strike might come to an 
end soon, perhaps Wednesday, de- 
spite the fact that a meeting of 
600 officers of the German union 
yesterday rebuffed an American 
appeal for an immediate end to 
the transport-jamming stoppage.

The terms, left to the member- 
ship for decision by the 600 lower- 
level leaders, called for payment 
of 75 per cent of wages in west 
marks, worth four times as much 
as the east marks previously used 
to pay wages, and no reprisals by 
the Soviet-controlled railway man- 
agement against the anti-Red 
union leaders. 

The management would pay 60 
per cent of the wages in west 
marks and the west Berlin city 
government would enchange an 
additional 15 per cent of the men’s 
salaries into the more valuable 
Western currency. 


American spokesmen have de- 
clared that no trade agreement 
could be signed until settlement of 
the strike, which has blocked rail 
delivery of supplies to Berlin. 
They have said a four-power trade 
agreement could be reached in a 
short time if the rail strike were 
settled. 


The strikers, up to now, have 


|had the open sympathy of West- 


ern officials. Although union 
leaders are confident the men will 
vote to end the strike, a speaker 
calling for continuance of the 
walkout was widely applauded at 
yesterday’s meeting.

Schacht is now living at Bleckede, 
near Lueneburg, and is writing 
his memoirs. He was originally 
freed by the International Mili- 
tary Tribunal at Nuernberg Oct. 
1, 1946. 

A German de-Nazification court 
at Ludwigsburg, near Stuttgart, 
sentenced him to eight years’ im- 
prisonment in May 1947. In Au- 
gust 1948, a de-Nazification appel- 
late court nullified the sentence 
and Schacht was released from 
the internment camp. 

In February 1949, the same 
court reversed its decision and re- 
imposed the original eight-year 
sentence against Schacht. Schacht

PRO-ITALIANS LEAD 
IN FIRST TRIESTE 
FLECTION RETURNS 


Bloc Holds Better Than 
2 to 1 Edge Over Tito, 
and Anti-Tito Reds in | 
Vote for Council, 


TRIESTE, Free Territory, June 
13 (UP)-—Christian Democrats, | 
who favor Trieste’s return to Italy, | 
took a lead today in first, unoffi- 
cial returns from yesterday's | 
municipal election. 

Returns from 79 of the 277 pre- 
cincts gave pro-Italian parties a 
greater than two to one lead over | 
the anti-Italian parties. The neo- | 
Fascist MS! party was in fourth 
place with 3071 votes. 

The pro-Italian vote was 32,161 
and anti-Italian 15,705. The Italian 
Government bloc got 26,854, of 
which the Christian Democrats | 
received 19,905 or 41.57 per cent, | 
The Cominform Communists got 
8708 or 17.5 per cent; the pro-Slav | 
Independents 5,347; Monarchists- 
Rightists 2506; pro-Tito Commu- 
nists 958. | 

A 60-member Trieste City Coun- 
cil was being elected, the first in | 
27 years. It will administer local | 
affairs under Allied Military Gov-| 
ernment general supervision. The | 
Council later will elect a mayor | 
and executive committee. | 

7 Italian Parties in Race. | 

Seven predominantly Italian | 
parties were represented. All save | 
the pro-Cominform Communist! 
party favored the quick return of | 
Trieste to Italy. 

Five predominantly Slav parties | 
opposed Trieste’s return to Italy. | 
Most of them favor a “free” Tri- 
este under international adminis- 
tration. The pro-Tito “Italo-Slav 
Popular Front” wanted Yugoslav 
control over the city. 

Although Yugoslav Marshal 
Josip (Tito) Broz put up a vigor- 
ous fight for Trieste, he finally ac- 
cepted an Italian peace treaty 
which set up the free state. Yugo- 
slavia acquired part of the ad- 
jacent territory of Venezia Giulia. 
The free state itself was divided 
into two zones of occupation, 
Yugoslav and British-American. 

Area Still Without Governor. 

Peace treaty provisions for ap- 
pointment of a governor over the 
whole free territory and with- 
drawal of occupation troops never 
have been implemented because 
Russia and the chief western pow- 
ers in the United Nations Security 
Council were unable to agree on 
a Governor. 

Before the Italian general elec- 
tions last year, Britain, France 
and the United States proposed to 
Russia that the territory be re- 
turned to Italy. Russia did not 
agree, however, and insisted on 
terms of the treay being carried 
out.

Ma- 
chine guns were mounted near the 
broken barricade to protect the 
‘troops from the rear, after they 
‘had entered. But there was no 
‘sign of any further German re- 
sistance. 

Early this morning a crew of 
German dismantlers, attempting 
to reach the plant, had been turned 
back by the road barricade. The 
troops showed up about four hours 
later.

E. Capehart and Colorado against | 
Eugene D. Millikin.

Hoped-For Upsets in House. 


A cautious claim as to the hoped- 
for overturn of House seats, from 
Republicans to Democrats, ran as 
follows: Wisconsin, three seats; 
Illinois, three seats; Iowa, Minne- 
sota, Michigan and Ohio, two each; 
Kansas, Nebraska, Indiana, Colo- 
rado, Montana, Wyoming and 
South Dakota, one each. Okla- 
homa’s delegation, the leaders are 
hoping, will continue solidly Demo- 
cratic. There is no claim for an 
upset in North Dakota, nor for the 
defeat of Missouri’s lone Repub- 
lican Representative, Dewey Short 
of Galena. 

President Truman carried 10 of 
these 16 states last year. Thomas 
E. Dewey won Kansas, Nebraska 
and North Dakota and, by fairly 
close votes, Indiana, Michigan and 
South Dakota. In this bloc of 
states the Truman lead over 
Dewey was 70 electoral votes out | 
of the President’s nation-wide plu- | 
rality of 115 electoral votes. 

With the foregoing political his- | 
tory and aspirations, the north- 
central farm belt became a politi- 
cal battleground today. 

The arriving Democratic lead- 
ers were told at advance sessions 
yesterday that a shift of only 2.4 
per cent in the vote would make 
South Dakota Democratic; that 
Iowa ought to be able to break 
up its solid Republican delegation 
in the House inasmuch as Presi- 
dent Truman had carried six of 
the eight congressional districts, 
and that some hard work, starting 
now, with the next election more 
than 16 months away, ought to 
wipe out a lot of Republican 
districts. 

Farm Program Explained. 


A generalized explanation of the 
Administration’s farm plan was 
given ‘today by Secretary Bran- 
nan, resembling closely the state- 
ment he made in a St. Louis 
@epeech last April, a week after 
the proposal went to Congress. 

The Brannan plan, in brief, 
would drop the parity system in 
effect since early New Deal days, 
which aims to give farm products 
the same purchasing power they 
had in a five-year period just be- 
fore World War I. 

The new idea would be to as- 
sure farmers of an income rela- 
tively comparable to that of other 
groups, based on the buying pow- 
er of a recent 10-year period (1939- 
48 at the start). 

Under this change, the Govern- 
Ment would no longer try to keep 
farm prices at a high level but 
would let them fluctuate with sup- 
ply and demand and make up the 
difference in poyments to farmers 
0° low prices. At the same time 
this would be expected to benefit 
consumers through lowering mar- 
ket prices and through encour- 
agement of meat and livestock 
production. Cost of the Brannan 
plan has never been estimated. 

Today, with his address before 
the conference carried over an 
N.B.C. national radio hookup, 
Brannan emphasized the dangers 
he held to be inherent in unguided 
abundance of farm products. 

The Secretary, a comparatively 
new figure on the national scene, 
who formerly lived in Colorado, 
declared that this appeal to the 
American people on the farm ques- 
tion was frankly, and properly, 
political. 

“American agriculture today is 
more productive than ever before 
in history,” he said. “We set a 
new all-time production record 
last year. It was the sixth new. 
record in nine years. Compared | 
with averages of 20 years ago, our 
crop yields per acre were higher | 
by an amazing 50 per cent. 

Rise in Exports. 

“Last year we exported three or 
four times as much food as we ex- 
ported in the prewar years, and 
we still consumed 12 per cent 
more food here at home.” ...

productive power makes possible 
the biggest surpluses, the most 
colossal waste, and the greatest 
economic crash the world has ever 
seen. Our productive power is 
still increasing, and except in case 
of prolonged depression or neglect 
of our basic resources, it will go 
on increasing. 

“Like atomic energy, our great 
agricultural productive power can 
be used for either good or evil. It 
is up to us to choose.

20 per cent—with some crops, such | 
as corn, coming down much more. 
Livestock prices came down about | 
7 per cent. Meanwhile, prices paid | 
by farmers for farming essentials 
reached a new peak last August 
and came down only a little by the 
end of the year. 

Farm Prices Continue Down. | 


“So far this year, farm prices | 
have continued to come down in| 
relation to prices paid by farmers. 
Compared with January 1948, | 
farm prices now average 17 per | 
cent lower, and prices paid by 
farmers still are only about 2 per | 
cent lower than they were at the |

a truth seems to be that the 
heavy burden imposed by Soviet 
re-armament, plus the effects of 
political isolation, plus the barrier 
of the American export controls, 
are taking a heavy toll.

NSRB is charged with planning 
the industrial and civilian mobili- 
zation of the country for any fu- 
ture war emergency.

The war powers bill, one of 
NSRB’s major responsibilities, was 
conceived as a detailed mobiliza-

Prices, Wages Both High. 

“Yes,” they say, “prices are high, 
but so are wages. Everybody has 
plenty to eat. The only real short- 
age is in fruits and only cocoa 
and coffee are rationed, but you 
can get them on the white 
market.” 

Finland’s “white market” is run 
by the Government. It is a 
profiteer’s nightmare. This is how 
it operates: The Government al- 
lows importers to bring in limited 
quantities of luxury foods, nylons, 
even automobiles from America. 
It pays for the goods in dollars 
and sells them to the importers 
at the official rate of exchange, 
136 marks for one dollar. Then 
the importers are permitted to 
sell the stuff at black market 
rates, revalued in Finnish marks 
at anywhere from 250 to 500 to 
the dollar or more. 

A 50-cent can of American cof- 
fee, for instance, can be sold in 
a regular shop for the equivalent 
of $3. An $1800 car might bring 
the Finnish mark equivalent of 
$3600 or $5000.

For, after all, the professional gam- 
bler, the grafter and the giver of bribes 
may argue that he is just trying to 
make a living for himself, his family 
and-perhaps others. Let us hope that 
we never be carried away by the oft- 
repeated but morally wrong assertion 
that the ends justify the means. 

There is really no church organiza- 
tion, patron of a Boy Scout Troop or 
civic endeavor ever so poor that it can- 
not raise funds by legal means to carry 
on. Surely, the Founder of the Church 
did not expect its leaders to solicit sup- 
port by pandering to the baser instincts 
of its members. Charity should remain 
charity and not a stimulant for selfish 
gains. 

Resorting to illegal means, particular- 
ly on the part of the church, is repug- 
nant to decency. The church should al- 
ways be an example to all. And there 
is the added danger that by its “inno- 
cent” gambling the church may be cre- 
ating the future, professional gamblers, 
‘grafters and givers of bribes. What 
started as something “noble” may pro- 
duce disastrous results for our future 
generations. 

Please, let us keep lotto, bingo and 
raffles out of the church or church- 
related organitions. Let us not dese- 
crate the house of God!

Customers’ Protest 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
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Whose Indifference? 


In a brilliant example of political reporting, © 


Curtis A. Betts in Sunday’s Post-Dispatch mar- 
shalled the discouraging facts which add up to 
a virtual break-down of the legislative process in 
Missouri. 

In a state which has had more than its share 
of undistinguished legislatures, the Sixty-fifth 
General Assembly seems to have set a record of 
doing less than any of its predecessors—and tak- 
ing more time to do it. Yet considering the na- 
ture of some of the pending bills, it seems a 
blessing that the men in Jefferson City have not 
done more. 

To mention just a few examples: Such long- 
needed legislation as a meaningful drivers’ li- 
cense law, fair small loan regulations, and au- 
thorization for unit control of the St. Louis 
schools has been ignored. And there is the dan- 
ger that to its sins of omission, the General As- 
sembly may still add the wrecking of Missouri's 
excellent highway system. 

In part, the fault can be attributed to Gov. 
Forrest Smith’s lack of leadership. In part, it 
can be attributed to his desire—and to the desire 
of like-minded men—to turn the business of 
state government into a mess of patronage cal- 
culated to keep unfit politicians in office. But 
the biggest part of the blame must, of course, 
fall on the legislators themselves. No Governor 
can force them to neglect their duties. 

Granted that there are some conscientious men 
in Jefferson City, their efforts are frustrated by 
the neglect of their associates. Many of these 
are not fit for their seats. Nothing indicates 
this more glaringly than their shocking absentee- 
ism. As a result, in 132 working days, the Sen- 
ate met on only 63, and the House on only 65— 
and on many of these for less than an hour. 

Many members of both houses are in Jeffer- 
son City for only three or at most four days a 
week. Consequently, it is difficult to obtain 
committee quorums. Often citizens who have 
gone to the capital at their own expense to ap- 
pear before committees are not heard because 
there are not enough members present to hold a 
committee meeting. This is just one example 
of how expenses are needlessly multiplied. 

As Mr. Betts said, law-making is regarded as 
a side-line. But why? Missouri pays its legis- 
lators better than most states do. They get $125 
a month for two years. And they could do a 
good job by working—but really working—only 
three months out of those 24. Further, they 
now have the expert help, resented as it may be 
by House Speaker Hamlin, of the Legislative Re- 
search staff. Why then is law-making bogged 
down in personal politics? 

The Sixty-fifth General Assembly has appro- 
priated not less than $570,000,000 for the expenses 
of state government in this biennium. Possibly 
the figure will be higher before the two years 
are ended. This in itself is one of the most com- 
pelling arguments why the current incompetence 
must be wiped out. 

But how? It is customary to appeal to the 
patriotism of enlightened citizens and to the in- 
telligence of the voters. How can such appeals 
be made to bear fruit? Missouri is not the only 
state faced by this question. The whole system 
of state government is in danger of falling into 
utter disrepute if the problem continues to be 
treated with indifference. 

But whose indifference will be fatal? 
politicians’? Or the people’s? 
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Mr. Carpenter’s Pension Plan 

Can one worker in his young.and middle years 
do the work of two aged persons? City Comp- 
troller Carpenter believes that he can. There- 
fore, he favors the adoption of the long-discussed 
pension system for the City of St. Louis. 

Today, the city has an elderly civil service. 
The average age is 58, says Mr. Carpenter, and 
some 1200 out of 8200 employes are over 65. 
The roster actually runs up to the age of 91. 
The very old are kept on because city pay is 
modest, few employes can save enough to re- 
tire on their own resources and, in Mr. Carpen- 
ter’s word, it would be “heartless” to turn them 
out. 

The lack of a retirement system has more ill 
effects tharf the keeping of workers beyond their 
years of high efficiency. St. Louis must shop 
in a competitive market for its personnel. The 
federal civil service has long had pensions and 
they are becoming very common in private busi- 
ness. The more the institution spreads under 
other employers, the harder it becomes for the 
city to recruit and keep gifted young people. 

Narrowly speaking, it cannot be proved that 
one young person can do the work of two aged 
ones. It will take some arranging, too, to find 
an additional $800,000 a year to cover the cost 
of pensions. Yet the city’s chief fiscal officer 
thinks the money can be found. The city must 
also look to its future. In the long run, a pen- 
sion system is well worth its cost, and more. 

Hence the Legislature should pass the neces- 
sary enabling legislation so that the city can act.

For example, when it is 
necessary to discuss possible property purchases, 
or when personal aspects of a school system 
employe’s record may be up for consideration. 
Otherwise, however, the public’s business should 
be discussed in public. ‘ 

The amazing thing is that Mr. Stolar still 
should have to argue for such a rule. Alto- 
gether too much of the school board’s business—

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Inaction on the Hoover Plans . 

Is the distinguished work of the Hoover Com- 
mission on Reorganization of the Executive De- 
partment to fritter out because Congress won't 
stand up to the Government departments? Half 
a dozen key members of Congress are said to 
be walking around with the bills to carry out 
the Hoover program in their pockets. They 
haven’t introduced the measures because the 
Government departments that would be affected 
have put pressure on them to wait for the de- 
partments themselves to introduce their own 
bills. 

If Congress waits for the departments to re- 
organize themselves, the best it is likely to get 
is palliatives that will put off true reorganiza- 
tion. A major bottleneck that is holding up ac- 
tion on the Hoover proposals is the House-Senate 
conference committee on the subject. It has 
been unable to reconcile differences between the 
two chambers. 

The principal difference is in the way Con- 
gress could kill a reorganization proposal of the 
President’s. The House would require the vote 
of both Houses, whereas the Senate would allow 
either House to kill it. 
were adopted, it would be tantamount to killing 
reorganization, for most Government depart- 
ments can muster a majority in at least one 
House. 

Congress has never before had such a splendid 
opportunity as it has now to do a really in- 
formed job of reorganizing the labyrinthian maze 
of Government departments. If it expects to 
do so, the House-Senate conferees will have 
to work at it more earnestly than they have done 
thus far, and the members who are depended 
upon to introduce the reorganization bills will 
need to forget departmental pressures and do 
what they know they should do. 
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Footnotes for the Chamber 

That’s an interesting look which the Cham- 
ber of Commerce has taken at the St. Louis 
climate, apparently through air-conditioned win- 
dows. It isn’t humid here, says the Chamber, 
averaging the Weather Bureau’s humidity read- 
ings and getting what it concedes is an inaccu- 
rate result. If, therefore, the Chamber isn’t 
frank about St. Louis climate, no one can say 
it didn’t serve warning it wasn’t going to be. 

All the Chamber left off, we must say in fair- 
ness, were the other footnotes such as the foot- 
note conceding that the humidity figure “does 
not present a completely accurate account.” The 
statement that “the people of St. Louis do not 
have to stay indoors through a long, severe win- 
ter” should have ‘been accompanied by a foot- 
note objectively reporting that St. Louisans spend 
much of their long, severe winters out-of-doors. 


“Nor do they suffer the debilitation of long, 
hot summers,” says the Chamber. The missing 
footnote here would merely say of St. Louis 
summers, in the words of a famous poem by 
Noel Coward: 

In tropical climes

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The Case of Mr. Clapp 


President Truman’s prompt demand for an ex- 
planation, and the apologies of Army Secretary 
Gray will go far to offset the publication of a 
report that American military authorities in Ger- 
many: had considered Gordon R. Clapp, TVA 
chairman, unfit to discuss civil service. The 
blame for the decision is now put on a “junior 
officer.” But why was this not immediately 
overruled by his superiors? And why was it 
publicized to Mr. Clapp’s possible injury? 

Because of Mr. Clapp’s long record as person- 
nel director and general manager and more re- 
cently as TVA chairman, his competence in this 
respect had never been seriously questioned. His 
rejection by the Army carried the implication 
that his political point of view was one which 
at least the responsible military government of- 
ficial did not want to bring to Germany. 

In any event, Senator Kefauver of Tennessee 
was absolutely right when he wired the Presi- 
dent that “this business of smearing the names 
of good citizens on unsubstantial reports has 
gone far enough.” Mr. Clapp’s position is prom- 
inent enough to insure prompt vindication. But 
what about the hundreds of lesser federal em- 
ployes whose loyalty has been questioned? Many 
of these have simply quit their jobs because they 
could not afford the legal fees involved in a 
fight for vindication. 

Particularly disturbing in this connection is 
the statement of Seth Richardson, chairman of 
the Loyalty Review Board, that loyalty investi- 
gators are not bound by the usual legal proce- 
dures. Subversion, of course, is not. to be tol- 
erated. But it is high time for a return to the 
solid American principle that a man must be 
considered innocent until he is proved guilty. 
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Hard-of-Hearing Company 

St. Louis Public Service Co. seems strangely 
deaf to the wishes of many riders on its cars and 
busses. Not only is it asking for a heavy fare 
increase that many of its patrons feel is an 
unnecessarily hard jolt to their pocketbooks. The 
air of indifference to the public’s desires shows 
up even more clearly in its attitude toward 
weekly streetcar and bus passes.

Most lawyers do not go into politics, but 
most men in politics are lawyers. Ambi- 
tion is one of the motives for entry into 
politics. This is fair: ambition is to politics 
what the profit motive is to business. Both 
motives are useful, if ethics are not sacri- 
ficed in realizing the motive. 


I am state chairman of the Liberal party 
in New York. This comprises some hun- 
dreds of thousands of progressives who af- 
filiate with the Dem- 
ocratic party in na- 
tional and state elec- 
tions but who cannot 
take the. leadership 
of Tammany Hall 
and the city machine.

A lawyer in politics will have experiences 
which are priceless.

He will find himself 
abandoned or even betrayed by men whose 
co-operation he has a right to expect. He 
will often find himself wondering whether 
the compromises he has to make are un- 
worthy. 

He will sometimes be scared. He will 
never be bored.

Some clients will 
go elsewhere. Other clients will come to 
him which he would not otherwise have 
had. He need not—in fact, the better law- 
yer he is the less he will consider it—mix 
his politics with his practice. 

It is pleasant, of course, if the clerk of 
the court, the elected judge, the head of 
a big commission, knows you and will give 
you some courteous minor breaks—but this 
will do no more than make practice a little 
more convenient. This is all you get from 
political connections. A lawyer who under- 
takes to sell political influence is a fraud 
by hypothesis. He cannot deliver; he knows 
he cannot deliver; and if he accepts clients 
who want him for his political influence, 
he simply deceives them about Nis capacity.

(AP)—William R. Timken, last of 
the three founders of the Timken 
Roller Bearing Co. in St. Louis a 


half-century ago, died Saturday 
night at his estate here. He was 
83 years old. 


Timken retired in 1930. The Tim- 
ken company now is the world’s 
largest manufacturer of tapered 
roller bearings.

FEDERAL BARGE LINES LIKELY 
JO SHOW PROFIT FOR YEAR 


The Federal Barge Lines prob- 
ably will show a profit for the 
fiscal year ending June 30, a 
spokesman declared today, point- 
ing out that this would be the 
first “black ink” operation in 10 
years. 

The Government-owned lines, 


which provide freight service on 
the Mississippi and Missouri riv- 
ers, have an operating loss of only 
$25,298 for the first 10 months of 
the fiscal year, compared to a def- 
icit of $1,584,553 in the preceding 
year, April produced a profit of 
$113,733, it was reported.

Consumption Down From 
Last Year, but Exceeds 
Prewar Rate. 


WASHINGTON, June 13 (AP)— 
Americans are spending a slightly 
smaller part of their income for 
meat now than in the 1935-39 pre- 
war period, the Department of 
Agriculture reported yesterday. 

Meat was said to be taking 
about 5.4 per cent of the consum- 
ers’ income compared with about 
5.6 per cent in the prewar period. 

The department said demand 
for meat has eased off consider- 
ably since the early part of 1948. 
In the second quarter of last year, 
6.5 per cent of consumers’ income 
was being spent for meat. 

Despite this percentage drop, 
consumers are eating more pounds 
on the average than before -the 
war. Consumption is running at 
the annual rate of about 146 
pounds for each consumer, com- 
pared with about 126 pounds in 
the prewar period. 

This comparison of present and 
prewar spending for meat was 
made in a department report 
which stated that commercial pro- 
duction of meat thus far in 1949 
has been slightly larger than in 
the like period of 1948. 

Compared with most years, price 
fluctuations for meat animals 
this spring have not been ex- 
treme, the department said.

Finland enjoys freedom of the 
press, speech, assembly and wor- 
ship.

To such attacks, at least one 
prominent Helsinki editor candid- 
ly repliéd that he might print 
more if the official Russian news 
agency, Tass, provided as good 
coverage of world news as the 
Associated Press, the United 
Press or International News Serv- 
ice. 

Another editor recently needled 
Moscow by printing in full the 
list of inventions claimed by the 
Soviets alongside a corresponding 
column of the names of the real 
inventors. 

In speech, the Finns are far less 
reserved than their one time lords, 
ithe Swedes, and are less inhibited 
‘in their comments on Russia,

IN A DECK CHAIR it is possible to do think- 
ing of almost any sort, but not possible to want 
to do anything about it. The sitter may know 
that he ought to arise and go into the house 
and make a telephone call which he had prom- 
ised to make at the present time, but the desir- 
ability of doing it seems to be greatly outweighed 
by the desirability of just sitting there and not 
doing it. He may realize vaguely that he ought 
to turn.the chair around and get some sun on 
the other side, but it is easier and more pleasant 
to stay put and blister on the one side, so that 
is what he does. 

In the kind of sun chair that allows the sitter 
to abandon the last pretense of sitting and lie 
down absolutely flat on back or stomach, only 
the most resolutely thoughtful type could do any 
thinking at all. This kind of furniture is to a 
person what a well-spaded, well-watered patch 
of ground is to a vegetable. It is a place for 
vegetating. After a few minutes lying there 
you not only don’t care what goes on, you don’t 
even recall] that it’s going on. You are as heed- 
less as a golden fleck of dust dancing in the 
bright summer sunlight.

A ROCKING CHAIR, NOW—to come to Under 
Secretary Webb’s party—is conducive to the kind 
of thinking I would want to take my time about 
describing, for that is the kind of thinking it. is. 
It is leisurely thinking, and kindly, given to over- 
looking a fellow’s faults and reflecting on his 
virtues. If you want to work yourself up ‘into 
a lather about the iniquity of the world, or if 
you are in such a big hurry that you don’t want 
to put off till today anything that you can do 
the day before yesterday, stay away from rocking 
chairs. They could have been the ruination of 
some of our more frantic careers.

PERSONALLY, I prefer a rocking chair at 
twilight, after supper, on the front porch. The 
chairs we had when I did my first rocking as 
a boy were cane bottoms and backs, and they 
stayed on the porch all the time. When it rained, 
we turned them up against the house. They 
were rained on a good deal, though, sometimes 
because we got to them after the rain did, and 
sometimes because the rain came right on in to 
where they were turned up against the house. 
In the course of a few years the rain had given 
the wood of the chairs a lovely scoured look, as 
though it were the cleanest thing you ever saw.

YOU SAT in one of these chairs and rocked 
and talked until you felt so companionable that 
there was no need to talk any more, and then 
you quit rocking and stuck your feet up on the 
banisters and just sat. The sun went down 
behind Mrs, Kirkland’s house and the arc lights, 
high up on brown creosoted poles, came on. An 
occasional automobile wound down the long hill 
that came into our little town from the direction 
of the city, and we could see its headlights miles 
off, creeping tiny and secret through the dark. 
It was so quiet in the night that we could hear 
the hum of people talking on a neighbor’s porch, 
and the occasional squeak of a rocker or the 
scraping of a chair being pushed back was sharp 
and definite. 

Those are the conditions I recommend for 
getting all the pleasure out of a rocking chair, 
and I doubt that Under Secretary Webb is going 
to be able to find them where he is.

Essential Controls 
By Angelo Patri 


ARENTS are being lectured on giving freedom to their 
P children and it is no wonder that they are a bit confused by 
the many voices saying do and don’t. Freedom is essential 
to the human spirit, a much-desired feeling that drives people 
to do or die for it. How much freedom and what kind are we to 
allow children? 

Infants, being wholly dependent upon the older people about 
them, have no freedom, know nothing about it and are quite 
happy without it. As children develop, something in them de- 
mands that they declare themselves as individuals and the 
struggle begins to win that right. Children cannot exercise that 
right without control because they are children. Their parents 
are responsible for them and must establish such controls as the 
children’s stage of growth demands. 

oe Se 

CHILDREN who are in the early teens have a strong desire 
for freedom, but they are not yet ready to exercise it fully. 
They must be supervised wisely and when necessary, controlled. 
for example they must be at home and in bed at set times every 
school day; they must rise at a set time and have leisure to 
bathe, dress and eat their breakfasts before starting the day; 
they must study their lessons and keep up to required standards 
and that implies home and school discipline; they must carry 
certain home responsibilities as well as school standings; they 
must have a rest time and a playtime, This means that their 
daily programs are carefully set and as carefully carried 
through. The controls that this demands are essential to the 
health and happiness, the success of the children.

WITHIN THIS SCHEME there must be room for freedom 
of action. There are always some decisions that safely can be 
left to children. Within this field their opinions are to be re- 
spected and their wishes granted. When they learn that par- 
ental controls are loosened as they prove themselves responsible 
and dependable, they adjust themselves nicely and accept the 
controls with some degree of grace. 

Every healthy normal child rebels against controls, and this 
must be accepted cheerfully, even approvingly, by the parents. 
Such children will listen to the reasons for the controls and 
accept them even while they grumble a bit. They will be more 
cheerful about things if they know that the deprivations are 
temporary and that they are likely to be rewarded in praise, 
affection and in material ways. It doesn’t hurt any to tell a 
girl that when she follows a schedule for a month she will get 
that pair of shoes she has her eye on nor will it hurt if the boy 
knows that Dad will take him along on his next trip if he gets 
@ good report card this month. It takes sunshine to grow things.

there would be no danger. 

But something familiar and per- 
haps even smile provoking hap- 
pened right after that. A platoon 
of Italian troops marched out a 
few steps from their company and 
fired a commemorative volley. 
They fired irregularly, and two of 
them, losing the count, almost 
fired a fourth shot. 

Anzio was something like that. 
A lot of things had gone wrong. 
We landed men instead of armor; 
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the British-were late coming in; 
a German armored division just 
happened to be passing in the vi- 
cinity and sprang against us... . 
If we had had just a little more 
we could have gone through to 
Rome right away, instead of living 
like trapped moles and dying. 

A short, fat Italian trumpeter 
stepped out of the band and blew 
the: wavering taps, and two big 
rawboned American sergeants ran 
the main flag up to the top of the 
pole from where it had snapped 
at half mast.

G (usually referred to as part 
of B complex) is also good for 
your skin and hair. G is present 
with some of the other vitamins 
in milk and eggs, liver, lean lamb, 
beef and pork; turnip, carrot and 
beet tops, peas and lima beans. 

None of these is hard to take or 
hard to get. They put the shine 
in your hair, the bloom on your 
skin, the sparkle in your eye, the 
vim and vigor in your personality.

Two tablespoons butter or mar 
garine, one and one-half package 
chocolate chips, one can (15 oz.) 
condensed milk, one cup sifted 
flour, one cup chopped walnuts, 
one teaspoon vanilla extract.

Young Outfielder Did Not Discover 
That He Could Play Baseball Until 


Four Years Ago — 'Level-Headed Kid’

“GROTH HITS ANOTHER GRAND SLAM HOMER.” 
“GROTH HITS, TIGERS WIN.”

And then came: 


“GROTH TO TURN DOWN ALL SPEAKING INVITATIONS.” 
“OH, JOHNNY, HOW YOU CAN CLUB!” 
“WHY DON’T SPORTS WRITERS QUIT GUSHING ABOUT 


GROTH?” 

HOSE are just a few of the 
T screaming headlines that ap- 

peared in Detroit newspapers 
during the first month of the 
American League baseball season. 
Detroiters, some of whom had 
known the immortal Ty Cobb, suf- 
fered a lapse of memory. They 
called Groth “greatest.” 

You couldn’t help being aware 
a person named Joknny Groth was 
doing something remarkable, even 
if you never read a sports page. 
The biggest banner lines appeared 
on Page One of the news section 
of the papers, not on the sports 
pages. 

Two questions, with their dis- 
turbing connotations, were on 
many lips: 

“Can this rookie justify 
publicity?” 

And: 

“Wiil the kid be able to keep a 
level head when people insist on 
telling him he’s a phenomenon?” 

What does Groth himself say 
about it? 

“It was just a bad break for 
me,” mused the stolid, but smiling 
youngster as he waited the start 
of a game at Sportsman’s Park. 
“It would have been better if I 
had just picked up ground from 
an ordinary beginning. Now, 
after such a great start with the 
Tigers, it’s going to be hard to 
please Detroit people.” 

Johnny is not just theorizing, 
either. He has a living example 
of a fallen hero in a roommate, 
Dick Wakefield. 

Today, the Detroit fans boo 
Wakefield’s appearance at the 
plate. Johnny Groth, like every 
other ball player, knows that 
Wakefield accepted a $52,000 bonus 
in 1941 to sign with Detroit and 
that in 1943, when he came back 
to the team after service with the 
Navy, Wakefield burned up the 
American League. Because of his 
amazing batting, the Tigers jumped 
from next to last place to within 
one game of the pennant in 1944.

But men like 
Pinky Higgins and Bob Feller 
convinced me at Great Lakes 
Naval Station that I should try 
for a baseball career.” 

Was Johnny a really good foot- 
ball player?

As a youngster, Johnny made 
the grade as a member of the 
“Midgets” team that played be- 
tween halves of the Chicago Bears 
professional football games at 
Wrigley Field. That was a con- 
venient arrangement because 
Johnny lived not far from the ball 
park, Among the spectators at 
the Bears’ one who 
watched the Midget games with 
interest was the football coach at 
Chicago’s exclusive Latin 
School.

Fix ft Yourself

ERE comes the dawn and all 
we have to show for a long 
night’s work is a pile of crum- 
pled paper and what follows: 

Seems that ashes collect and 
hold moisture during the course of 
the summer. Therefore, it’s a good 
idea to remove the ashes from 
fireplaces so that the andirons and 
other metal fixtures won't become 
rusted. 

The cause of a lot of slow drain- 
ing plumbing fixture drains is a 
large accumulation of soap, hair, 
lint, and whatnot on the strainer 
that is an inch or so below the 
dfain opening. This can be cleaned 


off with a piece of wire, Pull the 
junk out—don’t force it down the 
drain if you can help it. 

You can keep leaves and other 
debris out of gutters by covering 
the gutter with a strip of wire net- 
ting. One edge of the netting can 
be slipped up under the last course 
of shingles, the other edge can be 
fastened to the gutter with wire. 

Cylinder locks that don’t work 
easily can be fixed up by working 
some powdered graphite into the 
lock mechanism. If you don’t have 
any powdered graphite, grind up 
the lead of a soft lead pencil and 
pour it into the | with a small 
funnel made out paper,
